FUNERAL SIP WITH 


BODIES OF TITANIC 


VICTIMS IS IN PORT 


Halifax, N. S. April, 30—While the city's church bells tolled 


and British flags fluttered at half mast the cable ship Makcay-Ben- 
nett steamed slowly in the Halifax harbor bearing the dead picked 
up from the scene of the sinking of the White Star liner steamer 
Titanic. 


She reached her dock in the navy yard shortly before 9:30 a. 


m. As soon as the ship was sighted down the harbor the canvas cur- 
tain shielding the coffins and embalming tent on the pier were low- 
ered and 20 sailors from the Canadian cruiser Nicbo in the yard for 
repairs lined up as guards. 


A patrol boat was stationed in front of the pier to prevent 


craft docking in the vicinity. All told there were not more than half 
a dozen mourners on the pier, for they dreaded the sight and pre- 
ferred to await the work of identification at the morgue. 


The first body removed was that of a seaman. It was an- 


nounced that the total number of bodies on board was ISO and it 
had been found necessary to bury at sea no less than 116. Among 
those brought to port are the bodies of two women 


After a second conference with the commander of the Mackay- 


Bennett, Captain Roberts announced there was no doubt as to the 
identification of Col. Aster's body. In the pockets were found 
$2,500 in cash and it had been found that he wore a belt with a 
gold bukle. The body identified as that of Mr. Wiedener was buried 
at sea.

Six prisoners confined on tlie sec- 


ond floor of the county jail, picked a 
Jock on the door leading 
from the 


narrow hall between the two rows of 
cells, took advantage of the failure 
of the lock to work properly on the 
door leading from the cell coiridor 
to the hall of the building, about 7 
o'clock Tuesday morning, 
crawled 


through a transom on the south side 
of the building and leaped from the 
portico to the ground, a distance of 
twelve or fifteen leet, and made good 
their escape.

have been holding prayer meetings in, 
fiont of one of the plants twice each 
day.

A hurried search was made in the 


vicinity of the jail, but the men sep-

after leaping from the small portico. 
i At least four of them ran east and 
ilinj-bed the fence enclosing the jail 
property on that side.

site direction, leaped the low iron 
fence in Third street and made for 
the railroad yards, a block away.

Chimney Swift 
1 fancy they are going to housekeeping up there near the 
attic. 


"Chimney swifts are what it is the fashion to call 'progressive.' They like 


to try new ways of living. Chimney swifts for ages made their homes in hol- 
low trees, but one day a smart swift found out that the tall chimnevs built by 
man were much more comfortable if a bird could get used to the smoke. The 
chimneys are not only warm, but weasels and jaybirds did not come around 
interfering with the eggs or young birds. So after this first clever swift had 


" made it known in birddom what nice homes chimneys made other swifts be- 
gan to hang up their nests and bring up their young inside of them. 


"The people in whose chimneys the birds built their nests were quite 


pleased, for the idea got about that it brought luck to a house to have the 
swifts build there. 


"The little chimney swift's nest looks something like a pocket and is built 


of bits of twig which the birds stick together with a glue which they carry 
inside their months. 


"Mr. and Mrs. Chimney Swift have an odd forked tail that serves them 


well when they are building, for they are in no danger of falling, as they cling 
to the wall with their sharp claws and prop themselves against the wall with 
those two long tail feathers. They lay from four to sir eggs. 


"Some people call the chimney swifts chimney swallows, but they are not 


swallows, although they do look something like them, 


"The swifts and the swallows are among the first birds to come back from 


the south, and stupid people used to think because they saw them around the 
water so much that they buried themselves in the mud like frogs during the 
winter. The reason swallows are seen so much near the water is because they 
feed on the insects found there."
